Connected with Crooked 
Lake by a channel was Pickerel Lake, and some peo- 
ple were surprised who fished there and found that 
they caught wall-eyed fish and blue gills, and that 
they did not catch any pickerel. And between the 
lakes was a place called Black Hole that made us 


• shudder as we trolled over it in the darkness. And 
further on was Carp Lake and Mullet Lake and so in 
names and fish and places one could find anything he 
desired.

COST-OF-SERVICE CHARGE 


TT 7HENEVER a person buys any- 


f V 
thing of a private commercial 
concern he pays the cost of 


service in the transfer of the thing 


bought in addition to the profit upon 
the merchandise procured. 


The expense of doing business is a 


separate charge from that of invest- 
ment whether it be in plant equipment 
in the case of a public utility, or the 
merchandise stock of the storekeeper. 
The price at which service is rendered 
or goods are sold include both items in 


the total cost. 


There is, however, a marked differ- 


ence in the conduct of the business of a 
public utility and that of merchandiz- 
ing. The utility-must bring its product 
directly to your home and there make 
some investment in property wholly 
devoted to your service, while the mer- 
chant fits up his place of business, buys 
such stock as he thinks he can sell and 
there awaits the public's coming to 
supply its needs. The utility takes its 
commodity to where you want to use it 
and keeps it there continually ready 


for your use, but when the merchant 
delivers his goods to you or he does not, 
you pay the cost of delivery just the 


same, because it is a part of the cost of 
doing business. It is manifestly unfair 
that those who transport their own 
merchandise should be charged for a 
service they do not receive, yet we 
never hear of much criticism against 
the practice. 


In the conduct of a public utility all 


of its patrons receive like service, and 


the investment in behalf of each is 
practically the same, but when we look 
into the income from each by which 
the investment is sustained we find that 
there is an unfairness even more pro- 
nounced than a charge for merchan- 
dise delivery not made. We find by an 


analysis of accounts that fully seventy 
per cent of the users of natural gas 
really do not pay sufficient to sustain 
the investment within their own prop- 
erty, their proportion of producing and 
transporting expenses, the 
account 


keeping and supervisory service inci- 
dent thereto. The other -thirty percent 
not only must pay for their own., but 
make up the deficit incurred in taking 
care of the seventy per cent of unprofit- 
able customers.
